ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT DAUNTLESS, KEY 
WEST, Fila., May 18.—The Dauntless dis- 
patch boat of the Associated Press arrived 
here this morning and brought a detailed 
account of the bombardment of San Juan 
de Porto Rico, by a portion of the fleet 
under the command of Rear Admiral Samp- 
gon on May 12 last. 

The American warships sustained only 
trivial injury and but one man killed. Af- 
ter the engagement the north end of Morro 
Castie was in ruins, the Cabras Island forts 
were silenced and the San Carlos battery 
Was damaged. 

No shots were aimed at the city and it 1s 
not known whether any damage was done 
there. Spaniards at St. Thomas claim that 
a@ school house was struck and that the 
master and his pupils were killed, but this 
is not thought likely, as the bombardment 
took place early in the morning and the 
school] children probably were not in the 
building at the time. 

The plans of the fortifications furnished 


to the fleet were very misleading. It was 


kn‘wn that the Spanish forts had recently 
bien strengthened with new guns; but 
©.her facts developed which showed miscal- 
culations by those who drew the plans. 
Refugees in St. Thomas told the corres- 
pondents who touched there after the en- 
gagement that the Spaniards thought the 
forts at San Juan were stronger than those 
of Havana.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Naval officers seerh to be assured of the safety of the battleship Oregon, and there is 
reason to’ believe that the department was informed to-day that she had joined Sampson’s fleet, though no official admission 
on this point has yet been made. It is believed that the big battleship left Bahia on the night of the 10th or the morning of 
the llth. The same average speed on the way made around Cape Horn would place her in the Windward Passage, off Hayti, 
to-day. If this belief is well founded, the department will be relieved of a great load of apprehension, and it will be able to 
proceed at once.to the prosecution of a plan of campaign that was very desirable, but impossible of execution so long as the 
safety of ‘he Oregon was at stake. 

There has been no meeting yet between the hostile fleets. That is all that could be learned at the Navy Department. 
The report that the Spanish fleet has put into San Juan is neither affirmed nor denied at the department.

All night long a weary vigil was maintained. The whole family was in the 
sick room. 

Mrs. Gladstone remained throughout the night at the bedside of her dying huge 
band. She could not be induced to leave him even to take refreshments.

MADRID, May 18.—It is announced here in a dispatch from Havana that after 
the arrival of the Uncas off that port two captured American newspaper men were 
examined and the inquiry revealed the fact that they could not be considered as 
prisoners of war, but must be locked up as spies, one being, it is claimed, a Cuban 
employed in Havana. It is further alleged that upon the prisoners were found 
revolvers, cartridges, interesting documents and a camera. Advices received here 
confirm the report that Mr. Freeman Halstead, the American newspaper corre- 
spondent arrested at San Juan de Porto Rico, was taken into custody while in the 
act of taking photographs of the fortifications. 

Another report has it that documents taken from the American correspondents 
confined in the Cabanas fortress are in the possession of Captain-General Blanco. 
Their money is said to have been deposited at the British Consulate.

His body is long in proportion to 
his legs and his arms are long. His hands 
are small and white and his nails are nicely 
manicured. 

When arrested he had on a stubby brown 
moustache, but that is missing and his face 
is clean shaven. His black hair haa been 
cut recently and had been carefully combed. 
It is parted on the ‘left side and brushe< 
back, revealing an unusually high forehead. 

The hair refuses to lay where it is placed 
on the crown and it stands in all directions. 

The prisoner's features are regular, He 
has a medium nose and his chin is nicely 
rounded. His eyebrows are light in con- 
trast with his hair. They are heavy near 
the bridge of the nose, but disappear before 
they reach the outer edge of the eye. His 
eyes are medium in size. and the lids droop, 
giving him a sleepy appearance. Occa- 
sionally he @arta a lightning glance around 
the room, and a pair of greenish gray orbs 
are visible for a moment ortwo. Then they 
retreat behind long black eyelashes. 

Rohan is neat.yvy dressed in new clothes. 
Hia sack coat and vest is made of soft gray 
material and the coat is of unusual) length. 
His trousers are of brown plaid cassimere. 
In hia lap is a new black derby hat. His 
shoes look old and cheap, but are neatly 
polished. He wears a white shirt, standing 
collar and bright red band bow necktie.

LAW IN SUCH CASES NOT CLEAR 


District Attorney Bases His Opinion 
on the Finding of Federal 
Judges in Utah. 


After almost a week's deliberation, United 
States District Attorney Rozier has decided 
not to issue warrants for the arrest of the 
six privates of Company D, Ist Regiment 
Missouri Volunteers, who led in the 
cowardly assault upon W. H. James of the 
Post-Dispatch staff at Jefferson Barracks 
last Wednesday morning. 

In arriving at this conclusion Mr. Rozier 
was aided with the opinions of Assistant. 
United States District Attorneys Walter 
De R. Coles and William S. Anthony, Re- 
garding the situation and the points at law 
involved in the James case, Mr. Rozier 
said Tuesday evening, just before he took 
his departure for Ste. Genevieve: 

“In declining to have warrants issued 
against Mr. James’ assailants, I feel that 
I am acting strictly within a fair. and 
onable construction of Article 59 of Chap- 
ter 6 of Title XIV. of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States. This section pro- 
vides that, ‘when any officer or soldier is 
accused of a capital crime or of any 
offense against the person or property of 
any citizen of any of the United States 
which is punishable by the laws of the 
land, the commanding officer 1s required, 
except in time of war, to deliver the of- 
fender to the civil magistrates. 

“It must readily appear from a most 
casual reading of this section, that the 
commanding officer being directed to de- 
liver any offender to the civil magis- 
trates at any time, except in time of war, 
he is expressly authorized to refuse to 
make such delivery in time of war, and 
the fact whether he is a civilian or a sol- 
dier must be determined at the time the 
accusation is brought oe him. The 
only decisions of the Federal Courts con- 
struing this section are the cases of Cole- 
man in the 97th United States, and ex 
yarte Frederick Bright, Ist Utah. The 
Yoleman case does not pass directly upon 
Article 59 and only involves a case wherein 
the conflict of jurisdiction was between a 
State and the United States Court Martial, 
‘“Mhe case ex parte Bright, decided by 
McKean, Circuit Judge, and concurred in 
by Associates Emerson and Boreman, is 
the only expression of a Federal Court di- 
rectly upon Article 59 and says: ‘Congress 
has not only exercised its power to raise 
and support armies, but also to con- 
stitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme 
Court. among which are courts martial, 
and the judgment of courts martial, when 
acting within their jurisdiction, are as 
valid as those of the civil courts. Neither 
can overrule nor assume the jurisdiction 
In time of war all offenses 
committed by soldiers are cognizable by 
courts martial or military commissions. If 
the civil courts in time of war try and 
punish such offenders; it is because they 
are permitted to do so as a matter of 
comity or expediency. The civil authorities 
have no right in time of war to demand 
the surrender to them for punishment of 
a soldier who has committed an offense. 
Not so. however, in time of peace.’ This 
is the only provision of law requiring a 
military commander to deliver over to the 
civil authorities for trial and punishment

“The offense complained of in this case

THE NEW BATTLESHIP 
ALABAMA LAUNCHED. 
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Its Design Is in Striking Contrast to That of Its Future 
Companions, but It Is Believed to Be 
Their Superior. 


° > 


ship Alabama was successfully launched 
at Cramp’s shipyard at 12:50 to-day. 

The Alabama is the first to be launched | 
of the three new battleships of her type, the | 
other two being the Illinois and Wisconsin. 
She presents marked'divergencies of design 
from the first three, the Oregon, Indiana) 


and Massachusetts. These differences in- 
volve both the arrangement of the battery 
and the disposition the armor as well as 
a considerable increase in s:ze and dis- 
placement. ; 4 

The first type had the armor arranged in 
a water line pelt and casemate amidships, 
with the ends forward and aft of the belt 
protected by submerged armored decks and 
their batteries were mounted as follows: 

Four 13-inch guns in two turrets, eight 8- 
inch guns in four turrets, one at each corner 
of the superstructure, and four 6-inch guns 
mounted at the corners of the casemate 
below the superstructure. 

In the Alabama the water-line armor is 
carried clear forward; the protective deck 
instead of being submerged, as in former 
ships, is raised to the level of the belt, by 
slopes at each side, the same as in pro- 
tected cruisers. The 8-inch guns on tie 
Indiana type are done away with entirely, 
the main battery of the Alabama type con- 
sisting of four 18-inch guns in turrets and 
14 6-inch rapid-firing guns, of which 10 are 
mounted on the gun deck, eight in broad- 
side between the turrets and two firing 
straight ahead forward of the fore turret 
on the gun deck. Four are mounted in a 
small redoubt’on the casemate deck, two 
on each side. The broadside 6-inch guns, 
instead of being mounted in projecting 
sponsons, are mounted in recess porte in 
order to secure extensive train forward 
and abaft the beam. 

The general dimensions of the Alabama 
class are as follows: ‘

On the whole, the armament, armor and 
speed of the Alabama with a displacement 
of 11.500 tons compares favorably with the 
latest type of battleships abroad with a 
displacement of 15,000 tons. 

The maximum thickness of armor on the 
water line is 16% inches, tapering to $13 
inches at the bottom of the belt. The case- 
mate armor is 5% inches thick and the 
Superstructure armor is of the same thick- 
ness. The armor of the 18-inch gun turrets 
is 15 inches thick except the porthole plate, 
which is 17 inches. The armor of the bar- 
bettes on. which the turrets rest is 15 inches 
thick. The thickness of the protectiva 
deck armor on the flat over the citadel 
amidships and also forward and after is 
2% inches, and the thickness of the slopes 
forward and aft of the amidships citadel 
is 4 inches. 

The conning tower is cylindrical and 10 
inches thick. The total weight of armor 
and ‘bolts is 2720 tons and of the protective 
deck armor 593 tons. The weight of arma- 
ment with normal supply of ammunition, 
which is two-thirds of the full war supply, 
is 864 tons. 

The builders say the construction of the 
Alabama has been delayed over a year by 
the failure of the last Congress to provide 
the necessary armor. Had prompt provi- 
sion been made for the manufacture of the 
armor, the Alabama would at this tiene, 
instead of being launched, be fitting out for 
service.

NEW EXPERIENCE FOR

Mrs. Pim’s Claim Beirg Heard in Act- 
ing Judge McKee’s Court and Mrs. 
Pim’s Divorce Case Is Be- 
fore Judge Withrow. 


What with divorce cases, damage Sulta, 
insurance suits and contests over land ti- 
tles, the women have taken up a greater 
part of the time of several of the Circuit 
Court Judges since Monday. 

In courtroom No. 2, presided over by 
Judge John A. Talty, Annie Irish and her 
troubles have held three days’ sittings 
back, and have kept the court, a special 
jury and a group of prominent lawyers 


and expert physicians busy all the time, 

The case at first did not appear to be a 
difficult one to try. The plaintiff is a 
young woman who was at one time employ- 
ed at the Academy of the Visitation, at 
Cabanne and Belt avenus.

Her attorney, Judge Thomas B. Harvey, 
is opposed by Attorney R. Graham Frost 
and O'Neill Ryan. 

Across the side of the courtroom, next to 
the Sheriff's desk, six or eight black robed 
nuns have remained quietly seated during 
the entire trial. They have been interested 
listeners throughout, as the proceedings are 
somewhat etrange to them and they are not 
accustomed to hear lawyers dispute and 
contest every little point of evidence and 
fact developed in the trial.

Unless the experts hurry Judge Talty will 
not be able to adjourn for the summer vaca- 
tion until about the middle of June. 


In Court Room No, 1, Judge Klein's 
Court, and Division No. 5, presided over by 
Judge McKee, during the temporary ab- 
sence of Judge Valliant, the affairs of Mrs. 
Celestine Pim and the city are taking up 
a deal of time and attention. 

Mrs. Pim claims a half interest In a 
block of ground on the river front between 
Trudeau street and Russell avenue, This 
she inherited from her father, James Bra- 
zeau, who held the land along with a lot 
of other property under an old grant. The 
city claims to have taken possession of it 
in 1810 with the consent of the owner. 

The land then was not as it is now. 
A number of islands lay in the river op- 
osite the city, among which were Bloody 
sland, Hangman’s Island, Arsenal Island 
and Duncan’s Island.

Wharves were built and the land leased to 
various tenants without protest from the 
Brazeau heirs. ; 

Since 1888 three suite have been fought 
through the Supreme Courts and all won 
by the city. There is another sult now 
pending in courtroom No. 1. The city is 
trying to stop it by injunction.

The city claims that in previous suits it 
has clearly established its title to the land 
and ought to be let alone, but has not a« 
yet been able to make the courts see it 
that way. 


In Judge Woods’ court the Insurance case 
of Christina Deuchert — the Supreme 
Lodge, United Order of Hope, has been on 
trial since Monday morning. The aetory of 
Christfan Deuchert, whose Insurance is in 
controversy, reaches across the ocean into 
the Grand Duchy of Hesse. 

Christian Deuchert was a member of the 
Order of Hope here. When he died his wife 
tried to coHNect his insurance of $00. The 
company refused on double grounds, first, 
that Deuchert had made false representa- 
tions as to his age by saying he was under 
60 years of age, when in reality he was over 
that age, and second, that Christina Deu- 
chert wae not his wife, but that his real wife 
was in Germany, where he had deserted her 
years ago.

It was claimed by the defense that 
Deuchert was a Burgomaster in the old 
country, and as such held many trusts of 
various kind¢e, among which were the es- 
tates of minor children. These, it Is claim- 
ed, he lost or dissipated, and when about 
to be apprehended and punished he es- 
caped to America, where he took up hie 
residence and married the woman who is 
the plaintiff in this sult.

It Was*general!y recognized that the grand jury had great 
difficulties to contend with.

: ning of its work by the remarkable instructions of Judge 


Zachritz. Powerful influences radiating through officialdom 
combined to prevent the indictment of the boodlers. Every 
wire Was pulled. Every leak was carefully plugged. No 
possible obstacles to the course of justice were neglected. 

But it was hop-d that the grand jury would find a way to 
overcome these obstacles and to bring boodlers into court. 
Of the truth of the charges of corruption there was not the 
Slightest doubt. Wividence sufficient to convince any man of 
the existence of a widespread corrupt ring for the disposal 
of franchises to private bidders was available. 

That in the existing conditions and with the known facts 
the grand jury failed to accomplish anything in the way of 
rebukines or punishing the boodlers is a sad commentary on 
the grand jury system. It raises the question of its utility 
under existing circumstances. Repeated failures to bring

The decision of United States District Attorney Rozier to 
take no action lvoking té the punishment of the roughs who 
assaulted Mr. James at Jefferson Barracks is unsatisfactory.

ODD PARTY FROM OKLAHOMA.

Valuable Tracts of Ground on the Out- 
skirts of Chicago Claimed 
' by Them. 


Mr. and Mrs. John McKinney of Golden, 
O. T., passed through St. Louis Tuesday 
night, «n their way to Washington. They 
were accompanied by Mad-wa-a-shee, a 
Pottawatomie chief and his squaw. Their 
errand at the nation’s capital is to lay be- 
fore the Secretary of the Interior their 
claim to certain tracts of land on the out- 
skirts of Chicago. 

The value of the ground amounts to hune 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and Mr. Me- 
Kinney says he is confident of winning the 
fight, in which he and the Indian are 
mutually concerned, under unusually ro- 
mantic conditions. 

“The land near Chicago was occupied tn 
the early part of the century by the 
Pottawotomle tribe, under the chieftancy of 
Unachgo,”’ said Mr. “McKinney to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at Union Station. “The 
Indians were so harassed by the white set« 
tlers that they were forced to leave, and 
they settled on what is now the site of 
Council Bluffs, lo. 

‘Unachao was an Indian of great wisdom, 
and before he brought nis peop.e away from 
Illinois he drew up a compromise treaty 
with the United States Government where- 
by he was to rétaffi OWnrership in the land 
he was vacating. - 

‘“‘My father was a farmer's boy in lowa, 
and when the Indians settled there he 
made friends with the redskins. He was 
only 14 years old, but he went among them 
without fear, and soon became a favorite 
with them. After leaving Council Biuffs 
the tribe became scattered in all directions, 
and in the confusion that followed Unachao 
died. He bequeathed his wealth to my 
mother and also left her his eldest son, 
Mad-wa-a-shee., 

was born near Lexington, Kan., and 
was an only son. I have always lived close 
to but not’ with the Indians. The tribe Is 
now split, and abou 40 of the Indians are 
at Lexington, Kan. ~ — 

“Father and mother died about ten years 
azo. and Mad-wa-a-shee and I ar@ their 
only heirs. We have engaged abl@ legal 
talent, and are confident of being able to 
unearth Unachao’s treaty. 

“We have corresponded with the Gov- 
ernment at Washington for several years 
endeavoring to establish our right to the 
Chicago property, but have never been 
able to get a satisfactory reply. I can't 
tell just where the tracts are located as 
Il have never seen the documents,”

VICTIMS WOULDN'T PROSECUTE 


Maggie Raymond and Mamie White 
Will Each Spend Two Years 
in the Penitentiary. 


Maggie Raymond and Mamie White, 
panel workers, were convicted in Judge 
Zachritz’s court Wednesday and were given 
two years penitentiary sentences.

BREAD WILL NOT BE HIGHER, 


St. Louis Bakers Decline to Raise the 
Price as Requested. 


There will be no increage {n the ‘price of 
bread in St. Louis, according to present in- 


tentions. The heads of the four largest 
bakeries said Wednesday morning they 
would not raise the cost per loaf. 

‘For that matter,’ said one of them, ‘‘the 
New York bakers had no right to place a 
higher price on their preduct. Their flour 
costs them only a few cents more a barrel 
than it costs us and the fact that wheat is 
high is no excuse for increasing the price 
of bread. They are not making so great a 
profit as they did before wheat went up, 
but they are making something. The ex- 
tra cent which they have added will give 
them a big margin. The $t. Louis bakers 
are satisfied to charge the regular price and 
bread will remain at 5 cents a loaf.’’ 

It is a fact, however, that a few days ago 
one of the big bakers in this city received a 
notice that the New York trade would raise 
prices, and suggested that St. Louis bakers 
fall in line with the movement. But all the 
local men declined to increase their rate at 
present.

HECKEL STILL OPPOSES IT. 


Delays Renaming King’s Highway, 
Hoping to Defeat the Bill.

Councilman George P. Heckel evidently 
is ambitious to wear the unenviable dis- 
tinction of being the city official who 
robbed St. Louis of the honor of being the 
first city in the country to honor the name 
of the hero of Manila by naming one of 
its leading thoroughfares Dewey boulevard. 

When the joint resolution, which was 


unanimously passed by the House moré 
than a week ago, authorizing the Mayor to 
designate some street to be called Dewey 
boulevard, came up again Tuesday evening, 
Heckel carried out his tactics begun last 
Friday to obstruct and finally defeat the 
resolution if possible. On his objection 
the resolution went over until Tuesday 
evening, and when it was again read he 
moved that it be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Public Improvements, which was 
Gone. Heckel’s action is not only a direct 
slap at the House, but particularly so to 
the Mayor, who in reply to the sugges- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch to thus honor 
Admiral Dewey, picked out King’s highway 
as the street whose name should be 
changed. The Mayor gave as his reason 
for selecting King’s highway that this was 
a republican country and St. Louls could 
well take the lead in blotting from its map 
every vestige of royalty, and especially as 
King’s highway had been named in honor 
of the King of Spain, the avowed enemy of 
republican Ameriga. 

he Mayor was delighted with the action 
of the House is so promptly and unani- 
mously acting on. the resolution, and he 
hoped that it would meet with the same 
ready response from the Council, so that 
he could sign jt first thing on ‘Dewey 
Day’ last Saturday; but Heckel, in the role 
of an obstructionist, dashed this plan, and 
now he is following it up with tactics in- 
tended to defeat the Mayor altogether.
